Gl Makes Plea For 
Release of Fathers 


Editor D esert Sun: 
Dear Sir: 
Now that the w ar is over, how 
much longer are the people of the 
U nited States going to stand for 
fathers being held in the Arm y, 
It has become alm ost a m odern 
axiom that broken homes are a 
big contributing factor to juven­ 
ile delinquency — that growing 
children need the influence of a 
father. Yet thousands of children 
today are being denied fatherly 
guidance because 
daddy 
is in 
forced labor thousands of miles 
from home—doing 
such vitally 
im portant tasks 
as 
picking up 
cigarette butts and cleaning la­ 
trines. 
To add to the disillusionm ent 
of wife and children — no t to 
m ention poor Dad— the A rm y is 
now discharging all men 38 years 
old or over, regardless of m arital 
status. It seems ra th e r unfair that 
a single m an, w ith no family ob­ 
ligations or responsibilities, can 
obtain an im m ediate discharge 
sim ply by virtue of the fact that 
lie is 38 years old— while at the 
i sam e tim e a man, o f say 30 years 
! can have a wife and two o r three 
little children w ho need him at 
home, but still he can’t get out 
unless he is 
lucky 
enough to 
have 85 points or over. 
We fathers didn't object during 
the w ar em ergency, even though 
we knew we w ere filling army 
shoes which m orally belonged to 
young, healthy 
and single men 
who were hiding in safe defense 
jobs. 
We only mildly objected w hen 
they started discharging oldsters 
rath er than the fathers of chil­ 
dren. 
But this talk about ending the 
draft; that is absolutely th e last 
straw . 
Many of us fathers were forced 
to leave our fam ilies and homes 
and come into th e Army more 
than three years ago because so 
m any draft-eligible 
young, sin­ 
gle men quit their regular em ­ 
ployers to rush into war plants 
before 
the 
Army 
could 
grab 
them . Now, after staying out of 
the A rm y all during the w ar and 
after m aking $75 to $100 a week 
for three or 
four 
years, these 
sam e w ar w orkers aren’t even to 
be drafted to replace us fathers 
in peace-tim e—now that they are 
no longer needed fo r war produc­ 
tion. 
W hat kind of a deal is that? 
L et's do som ething about giv­ 
ing the little w ar orphans back 
to their Daddies.

Perm ission of the Federal Com m unications Commission to equip 
up to 100 intercity buses w ith tw o-w ay radio com m unication and to 
operate a central control transm itter is being sought by Intercity 
Bus Radio, Inc.. a division of the N ational Association of M otor Bus 
O perators. The experim ent is being undertaken by the G reyhound 
C orporation in cooperation w ith several other intercity bus lines 
running into Chicago. Unless delays are encountered in the g ran t­ 
ing of licenses, the com plete system will be in operation w ithin 90 
days.

The tentative plans, w hich are 
expected to lead to the develop­ 
m ent of a nation-w ide system of 
tw o-w ay radio com m unication on 
highw ay buses, provide for the 
operation of a 250-watt central 
transm itter in the Chicago Loop. 
N egotiations are under w ay for 
this installation atop the Board 
of Trade building. 
The buses 
w ill 
be equipped 
w ith 50-watt transm itters, com­ 
bined w ith receivers. G reyhound 
plans to install the radio sets on 
buses of four of its lines—Penn­ 
sylvania, Central, N orthland and 
Illinois — running into Chicago.

For exam ple, here is the grade 
record for one boy who started 
to w ork during his second six- 
w eek 
m arking 
period 
of 
last 
school year. His grades for the 
first m arking period were: W orld 
H istory D, English C, Spanish C, 
Plane G eom etry D-. For the sec­ 
ond m arking period the grades 
dropped to: World History F, E n­ 
glish D,- Spanish F, and Plane 
G eom etry F. 
These low grades 
continued 
throughout 
the 
re ­ 
m ainder of th e school year. 


CITES EXAMPLE 


T his boy—a very nice, intelli­ 
gent boy, by the w ay—came to 
school late m ost every m orning. 
His eyes w ere sleepy, and his 
hair touseled. We rem onstrated 
about his tardiness, bu t w ere un­ 
able to get any satisfactory ex ­ 
planation. 
Continued 
m ake-up 
periods, even a suspension of one 
week, had no effect. Finally, af­ 
ter he w ent fast asleep in class 
one day, and after repeated ques­ 
tioning, we w ere able to ascer­ 
tain th at the reason he w as so 
tired all the tim e w as that, al­ 
though he apparently 
did 
not 
HAVE to w ork, he had a job th at 
required early rising, and he had 
sim ply been unable to get the 
am ount of rest required 
by 
a 
rapidly grow ing boy. 
L ast year one of our girls was 
frequently absent, alw ays bring­ 
ing an excuse stating th at she 
had been ill. 
The high 
school 
nurse exam ined her and treated 
her repeatedly, and verified the 
fact th a t she had 
a 
very 
bad 
throat. However, on checking, we 
found th at even on 
the 
days 
w hen she had been absent from 
school, she had W ORKKED FOR 
SEVERAL 
HOURS 
AT 
HER 
JOB. This job w as in a draughty 
place, and each tim e she worked 
her th ro at grew more painful, so 
th at she actually was too ill 
to 
come to school. It took quite a 
lot of 
persuasion 
and 
several 
heart-to-heart talks before 
she 
saw the light and agreed to give 
up her job. 
A fter she 
stopped 
w orking her health, 
attendance 
and grades im m ediately im prov­ 
ed. H er interest in school duties 
and social affairs was renew ed, 
and she confessed to me that she 
had never realized before how 
much fun going to school could 
be! 
A nother gill w ho m ade an en ­ 
viable 
scholastic 
record 
of 
straight As for one year, dropped 
to Cs and Bs the next year, when 
she w orked after school. 


ONLY IF NECESSARY 


I sincerely 
urge 
parents 
of 
high school students to consider 
long and earnestly before grant­ 
ing perm ission to their children 
to w ork during the school year 
unless it is an absolute financial 
necessity. 
High school students 
are still grow ing children,

the price they have to pay

earning spending money is high.

Tramway Subject 


ol Talk at Lions 


Riverside Session 
The Palm Springs-San Jacinto 
mountain tramway bill, which 
passed at the last session of the 
state legislature and was signed 
by Gov. Earl Warren, will be­ 
come a law tomorrow. The pub­ 
lic authority will be appointed, 
three by the governor, two by 
the Riverside county board of 
supervisors, and two by the city 
of Palm Springs. 
This information was present­ 
ed to the Riverside Lions club 
Tuesday at its Mission Inn lunch­ 
eon by Edgar L. McCoubrey, Riv­ 
erside and Palm Springs auto­ 
mobile dealer, prominent in the 
sponsorship of the tramway. 
McCoubrey stated that under 
the public authority revenue 
bonds to finance the tramway 
totaling as much as $3,000,000 
can be issued. 
It was also pointed out that 
any development in Round Val­ 
ley, the mountain terminus, must 
be authorized by the California 
State Park commission, 
and 
when the bonds are retired the 
property reverts to the state. 
The lower terminus of the tram­ 
way will be at an elevation of 
2700 feet above valley, from 
which the tramway will have a 
rise of 8500 feet. It is proposed 
to build a highway up Chino 
canyon to the starting station. 
"We hope to have the tramway 
in operation, using two 60-pas-' 
scnger cars, within two years,” 
said McCoubrey. 
State Senator Nelson S. Dil- 
worth, of Hemet, who co-operat- 
¡ed with Assemblyman Phil Boyd 
of Palm Springs, author of the 
bill, spoke briefly. 
"As a tourist attraction it will 
be the longest passenger tram­ 
way in the world, reaching into 
one of the most beautiful moun­ 
tain areas in the nation. A tour 
of California without a trip to 
the top of San Jacinto mountain 
would be as incomplete as would 
a trip to Colorado without a trip 
up Pike's Peak,” he added.

Memorial to Marines 
Left on Iwo Jima 
Hacked out with the hatchet of a carpenter's mate, a sand­ 
stone cliff of Iwo Jima bears a monument to the heroism of the 
Marines and the artistic skill of a former Banning high school boy, 
Woldon D. Rich, CM 1/c, Seabees. a monument which will remain 
long after all Americans in the armed service have departed from 
the Pacific. 
The Seabee who did the sculp­ 
turing of this large reproduction 
of the famous picture, Iw'o Jima 
Flag-raising on Mt. Suribachi by 
Fifth Marine Division, is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Alex Rich, 62 
South Third street. Most re­ 
markable is the fact that this tal­ 
ent of his had not previously 
been discovered. So far as his 
parents know, this is his first ef­ 
fort at sculpturing. However, 
while attending Banning high 
school more than ten years ago, 
his special interest was shop 
work. Evidently the young sculp­ 
tor does not regard his late 
work as anything out of the or­ 
dinary. From what he wrote in 
the brief letter he sent with the 
picture one would suppose it was

Just wanted to add a 
note to the picture so you’d know 
what it is.

The picture was taken July 20, 
1945. One is able to get an idea 
of the size of the design as the 
young sculptor standing beside it 
is six feet plus two inches tall 
In the service two years, most 
of his one year overseas has been 
on Iwo Jima. His w ife and their 
seven-year-old daughter reside in 
Inglewood. 
That his reunion 
witlt them is uppermost in his 
mind is evident in his letters to 
his parents. He writes that news 
of the end of the war brought a 
deep sense of satisfaction to the 
men. There was no exciting cel- 
bration but “the men went on 
quietly about their daily work, 
but with a brighter outlook on 
life.” One statement he makes in 
regard to his own experience re­ 
veals a noble trait, which is a 
characteristic of many of our 
men. He said: “I have endured 
many hardships I have never 
mentioned, and never will, for 1 
want to forget it all.” 


BRING FLYING DOWN 
TO EARTH 
(By Norman Granger) 
All America is flying, at least 
all but Palm Springs. For the 
most part, Palm Springs people 
are engrossed in new business 
and postwar plans. In nearly ev­ 
eryone's plans there is an air­ 
plane, autogiro, or helicopter, or 
it least the want to fly. 
Why all the delay? It has been 
proven one does not have to be 
part bird to fly an airplane. In 
fact, it has been proven by an 
experimental school in the east 
perating during the war, people 
fifty years of age and over can 
solo in as little as five and a half 
hours dual instruction. 
The Civil Aeronautics Author­ 
ity has removed nearly all the 
mystery from flying. You can fly 
now' even if your legs are sub­ 
ject to paralysis, or if you have 
only one eye, if you are subject 
to heart murmur, or if you are 
just plain lazy. Yes, it’s even 
easy enough for old Rip Van 
himself. 
The knowledge of the airplane 
or its engine or the weather it 
flys in rests in your hands. All 
you are required to know is a 
fairly thorough 
knowledge of 
civil air rules and regulations, an 
exam similar to the one you took 
w'hen you got your driver's li­ 
cense. 
The complexity of flying has 
been removed and deemed un­ 
necessary by the CAA. But bear 
in mind I said it has been, not 
going to be, removed. 
America is flying wherever 
the weather and airports permit. 
Tucson, Phoenix, Death Valley, 
Palm Beach, etc., everywhere but 
Palm Springs! Why? 
Statistics prove we have the 
best flying weather in America. 
We have a fine civilian field. The 
army and navy have released 
thousands of the finest training 
planes the world has ever known. 
They have also released many of 
the finest instructors ever avail­ 
able to the public. 
It’s all there for the taking, 
but someone or something is pre­ 
venting you from having it, for 


what reasons I do not know. But 
at this writing I propose to tell 
you what is going on, up in the 
air.The old Palm Springs Airways 
field is one of the finest student 
fields I have ever flown from. I 
have flown from 
nearly 
all 
Southern California fields and 
many in Arizona and I have yet 
to see any field better for stud­ 
ent work. It is located inside the 
wind belt and is free of most of 
the turbulent winds experienced 
at the Army Base. It lies parallel 
to the prevailing breezes, a great 
asset to any field. It’s being sand 
is a definite advantage to the 
student or novice, in that it has 
a slipping effect on poorly exe­ 
cuted landings, a point far re­ 
m oved from many paved strips. 
The noise will be minute, par­ 
, ticularly since the advent of the 
! aircraft muffler which is stan­ 
dard equipment on fifty per cent 
I or more of the planes manufac- 
:lnond f,°r Privatc «ying since 
; 
, Pins being a great letdown 
fiom the army’s eleven times as 
powerful, and non-muffled trans­ 
ports. 
Safety in all cases will be in­ 
creased by the close proximity 
of the field to the Village by the 
very fact that approximately 
eighty per cent of major acci­ 
dents occurring in private planes 
take place within the immediate 
proximity of a home or estab­ 
lishment of an immediate friend 
of either the pilot or occupants 
of the plane involved. These ac­ 
cidents are nearly always attrib­ 
uted to horseplay. Therefore, the 
nearer your field manager is lo­ 
cated to the downtown area the 
greater control he will have of 
that area. He has the right to 
govei n such traffic at his own 
discretion by law. 
In addition, the taxicab tariffs 
and w’alking or riding distance 
from the Village presents one of 
the finest conditions ever offered 
the flying public, of which most 
of you will want to be a part. 
Such a feature is offered by few 
if any cities in America. 
The danger of falling aircraft 
is nil by the very reason air­ 
planes do not just fall. Nearly all 
cases of so-called falling aircraft 
are planes crashing for lack of 
area in which to make a non­ 
crash 
landing. Civilian flyers 
nearly always crash for lack of 


space and seldom or never crash 
; for lack of control simply be- 
j cause they fly nothing but li­ 
censed airplanes. Palm Springs 
airport provides adequate space 
at either end for safe execution 
of emergncy landings. Safe for 
both pilot and property sur­ 
rounding the emergency area. 
America is flying and few oth­ 
er cities are talking of what they 
are going to do. They have done 
' it. 
I 
What will our returning serv­ 
ice men say when they come 
home to find we have no field? 
Many of them have become pilots 
since they last fraternized our 
little Village. They will fly along 
with America whether you and I 
approve of it or not. Will it be 
Banning or Indio where fields are 
already established or shall they 
fly at home? 
¡ Let s adequately supply the 
I flyer’s needs, for ourselves if we 
¡must take a selfish attitude. We 
have the weather, the field, sev­ 
eral 
potential 
operators, 
the 
need. What is it we do not have? 
We do not have the ability to 
see beyond our own city limits 
qr our roof tops. The city govern­ 
ment can do more for our cause 
than any other agency or com­ 
mission. Get in contact with your 
city commissioner and ask that 
the city lift this last wartime fly­ 
ing resriction. 
Shall we in Palm Springs leave 
flying up in the air? Or shall we 
bring flying down to earth? 
Chickens are mighty hard to 
get from the butcher, and it 
doesn’t even do any good to talk 
turkey.

sion of holding. Holding until re­ 
serves could be brought up, hold­

day, com pletely encircled by the 
second, roads for food and am m u­ 
nition cut off . . . and yet, they 
held against tw o G erm an divis­ 
ions, long enough to save the 
Bulge from exploding into a de­ 
cisive Nazi victory. 
The defense of the A rdennes 
cost the 422d and 423d combat 
team s nearly 7.000 m en missing 
in action. 
Most of the

soldiers w ere liberated from G er­

Areas Still Great 


Infant mortality is at such a 
critically high level, there are but 
few children less than a year old 
left alive in W estern Holland, ac­ 
cording to a report of American 
Relief for Holland received by 
William B. Colburn, chairman, 
Palm Springs Community Chest, 
Inc., 
from 
the 
National 
War 
Fund. 
1 
In most instances, new-born 
| babies in Western Holland live 
| for about six weeks, and then 
succumb to starvation, owing to 
the 
long-continued 
acute 
food 
shortage during Nazi occupation, 
said the report, adding that there 
was no milk whatever, and that 
mothers, restricted to a pitiful 
daily ration 
of 
two slices of 
bread, two potatoes and a plate of 
thin soup, were unable to feed 
their babies themselves. 
Since liberation of Holland, it 
was revealed that many people 
in the last area occupied by the 
Nazis did not receive even the 
alloted rations, and had to share 
what they could get with tl\eir 
compatriots, aged between 16 and 
41, who were in hiding to escape 
being forced into slave labor, the 
report stated. 
American Relief for Holland, 
supported in part by contribu­ 
tions to Palm Springs Community 
Chest, Inc., has been shipping re­ 
lief supplies 
into 
the stricken 
areas of Holland as rapidly as 
possible since German surrender.

Tiny Insect May 
Be Used to Wipe 
Out Black Widows 


Dr. W. Dwight Pierce, form er 
B anning scientist, now chief cu r­ 
ator of entomology at Los A ngeles 
county museum, is credited w ith 
discovery of a tiny insect from 
C entral America w hich m ay be 
used to 
eradicate 
black widow 
spiders. 
Discovered by accident 
before the beginning of the w ar, 
the insects have been used w ith 
considerable success 
in ex p eri­ 
m ental work in Los Angeles and 
H awaii. The experim ent, halted 
by the war, w ill probably be re ­ 
sum ed next sum m er. 
In th e m eantim e, m illions ot 
the tiny bugs m ust be bred and 
prepared for distribution in v a ri­ 
ous Southern C alifornia com m u­ 
nities. 
The valuable little insect be­ 
longs to the w asp fam ily Scelion- 
idae and has been nam ed Baeus 
C alifornicus P ierce in honor of 
its discoverer, Dr. Pierce. 
O nly seven-tenths of a m illi­ 
m eter 
long, 
the 
little 
insect 
would be no m atch for the v i­ 
cious black widow in a hand-to- 
hand encounter, but the little fel­ 
low goes about its business in a 
dram atic fashion—it exte^ninates 
the brutish spider before it is 
born! 
INSECT ATTACKS EGGS 
Here, according to Dr. Pierce, | 
is w hat happens: 
The black w idow lays her eggs, 
from 200 to 900, w ithin a self­ 
spun, silk-like envelope th at she 
has 
previously 
attached 
to 
a 
bush o r any other object in a 
dark spot. A fter depositing the 
eggs, she shapes the silk cover­ 
ing into a ball, slightly larger 
than a pea, and seals it w ith a 
vam ish-like secretion. 
This done, the spider leaves the 
egg ball hanging and goes about 
her business of scaring or biting 
people— the latter som etimes w ith 
fatal results. 
As soon as the black w idow ’s 
back is turned, how ever, the lit­ 
tle insect appears on the scene. It 
craw ls up on the ball and slowly 
bores its way through the cover­ 
ing. Once inside the ball, the in ­ 
sect begins its phenom enal w ork 
of destruction. 
U nseen and 
undisturbed, the 
bug, a fem ale of the species, in ­ 
cidentally, 
moves 
m ethodically 
from one egg to another and d e ­ 
posits 
one 
of 
h er 
own 
eggs 
through the rubbery shell of each ' 
of the spider's eggs. 
A fter 
that 
th e 
tiny 
in s e c t' 
craw ls out of the ball and prob­ 
ably hangs 
around 
for 
a last 
laugh w hen hatching tim e comes. 
It so happens th a t the insect's 
eggs hatch faster than the spi­ 
der's eggs, and the infant insect, 
;ts m ind on food, is big enough 
by the 
tim e 
th e 
baby spider 
em erges from its egg to eat it. 


EATS BABY SPIDERS 


W hen the insects devour all the 
baby spiders they craw l out of 
the b all and 
leave 
an em pty 
shell behind them , having e x te r­ 
m inated 
hundreds 
of potential 
black widows. 
Dr. Pierce discovered the in ­ 
sect in 1938 in the Playa Del Rev 
sand dunes of Southern C alifor­ 
nia. 
K icking over an old piece of 
cardboard, Dr. Pierce discovered 
, a black widow spider ball. E x ­ 
am ining it under a microscope I 
he discovered the tiny insect bor­ 
ing aw ay at the shell of the ball. 
I so he took it to his laboratory and 
¡ w atched the dram atic story, in 
; full, unfold itself.

fem ale bug cannot fly, hence it 
m ust be placed, in large num ­ 
bers, into a given area after be­ 
ing bred in th e laboratory. 
But even w ith this difficulty 
Dr. Pierce believes it has great 
possibilities 
in 
exterm inating 
black widows. He does not plan, 
personally, to carry on the cam­ 
paign because it entails too much 
w ork which would interfere with 
his own job at the Los Angeles 
m useum. He w ill carry on experi­ 
m ental work, 
however, 
and he 
said no doubt some agency would 
follow up w ith large scale activ­ 
ities bent on the destruction of 
the black widow.

INSTALL NEW SYSTEM 


For th e first tim e in the his­ 
tory of th e school, a M erit Sys­ 
tem is being instituted. This sys­ 
tem is to be employed chiefly as 
a m eans for recording the suc­ 
cess in citizenship. 
It w ill sup­ 
plant 
th e 
“m ake-up” 
system. 
M erits and demerit* will be re­ 
corded in the office, the system 
being adm inistered 
exclusively,

ty. Full explanations of the Merit 
System are to be given 
in 
a 
handbook of 70 pages to be re­ 
leased at the beginning of next 
week. T his handbook, attractiv e­ 
ly published 
in 
m em orandum 
book size, 
will 
give 
students 
much 
additional 
inform ation 
about th e school, its policies and 
its traditions. It will contain a 
reprint of the Student C onstitu­ 
tion. football schedules and the 
schedules for other sports. It will 
also contain all of 
the 
school 
yells and songs, and it w ill pro­ 
vide rules and pages for notes 
by the students. Like m any vest 
pocket mem o books, it w ill con­ 
tain a calendar of events for the 
year, and give other 
pertinent 
data concerning campus life. 
The B oard of Trustees auth o r­ 
ized the publication of the school 
handbook last spring, w ith the 
idea th at the school spirit could 
be increased, and that the stud­ 
ents could be m ade more cogni­ 
zant of school rules and regula­ 
tions. also its traditions. It was 
hoped by the B oard that parents, 
too. w ould read 
through 
these 
handbooks so th at 
they 
might 
become 
more 
fam iliar 
w ith 
school policies and activities. The 
trustees instructed Principal Oer- 
tel to have published in the cen­ 
ter of th e handbook a 
reduced 
copy of th e school’s M aster Plan, 
showing buildings 
and 
service 
units to be constructed in the fu­ 
ture. Mr. Charles J. Burket, pres­ 
ident of the high school board, 
said th at he felt one of the best 
ways of getting 
public 
under­ 
standing and appreciation for the 
school plans for the future was 
to give out graphic inform ation 
of this kind in a handbook which 
would be available to both stud­ 
ents and their parents. 


CHANGE PERIODS 


An innovation in the 
school 
organization is the 
change 
of 
class periods. D uring the coming 
school year. “A ctivity 
Period”, 
instead of being scheduled from 
3 until 3:30 in the afternoon, is 
included w ithin the school day. 
Theoretically, it 
was 
included 
w ithin the school days last year, 
but because students w ere not 
required to rem ain after 3 
o’­ 
clock, for all practical purposes 
the “activity period” 
could 
be 
considered to be w ithout 
the 
school day. Now, activity period 
comes at 10:15 in the morning. 
It is preceded by a ten m inute 
nutrition period 
which 
follows 
period tw o. During the nutrition 
period students w ill be able to 
buy sandwiches, milk, and 
ice 
cream at the school cafeteria for 
a light m orning snack. A t 10:15 
the activity 
period 
starts 
and 
will coninue for 25 m inutes. D ur­ 
ing this period students w ill en- , 
gage, under faculty supervision, j 
in the various 
class, 
assembly 
and club activities. It is believed . 
that, because attendance w ill be i 
com pulsory, this activity 
period | 
will yield a greater 
degree 
o f ; 
student participation in 
school 
activities, and 
that, 
therefore, 
school spirit will be increased. 
R egular lunch hour w ill start 
at 12.20 this 
year, 
instead 
of 
11:45. It will be 45 m inutes in 
length, 
same 
as 
in 
previous 
years. 
T he seventh period, last 
period in the school day, w ill end 
at 3:30. Period 7 will be a regu­ 
lar class period, and all students 
will be in regular class attend­ 
ance u n til the closing hour 
of 
3:30.
